road 
velop ruts, chuck hole- and depres­ 
sions. 'Hip chief aim and purpose of 
road maintenance i- to prevent and 
remedy tin- destructive action. 
To 
maintenance must he systematic and 
continuous. 
Haphazard work is ex- 
jiensive and unsatisfactory. 
If the road is very rough and un­ 
even or the crown very low the Toad 
machine or grader i- very efficient 
for placing it in shape. 
One mu-t 
guard, however, a n n ist the all too 
common practice of -craping the sod 
and other vegetable matter and re­ 
fuse from the -ides and ditches on 
to the road, 
in general, on the clay 
and heavy soil roads all vegetable or 
spongy materia! should he earefuliy 
excluded. 
Such 
materials absorb 
moi-tyre readily 
and 
furnish but 
little re-i-tance against wear. 
Tile 
road s u r f a c e should be built up with 
the lies! material po--ible—material 
which will pack and consolidate un­ 
der traffic and which will be as near­ 
l y 'water-proof a- possible and will 
wear uniformly. 
In general the road machine or 
grader should he u-ed in the spring 
of the year 
while the 
ground is 


m o i s t and in such condition that it 
will work ea-ily and at the same time 
pack well lunier p a s s i n g traffic. Don- 
siderable -kill ami judgment i- re­ 
quired to usi* the road grader to the 
hest advantage. 
An unskilled and 
careless operator will sometime- ac­ 
tually leave

in a worse

Good earth is far better

absorb 
moisture so 
readily. 
Do not he 
guilty of the too common practice of 
leaving a windrow of clods or loose 
earth along the middle of your road 
to impede traffic and absorb water 
at the first rain. 
Leave the roads 
smooth over tile entire surface and 
traffic will spread and lie less likely 
to produce ruts. 
Alway- use the 
grader in such a way as to make the 
road better and not worse for the 
passing traffic. 


When the road has been placed in 
good 
condition a s to 
crown and 
-mootline-- the road drag i- the hest 
tool for maintaining it in that con­ 
dition. 
Drag tin* road 
after 
each 
rain while the surface is still moist, 
hut not sticky. 
U-e a light drag and 
move only a very little earth—just 
sufficient to fill the ruts and depres­ 
sions and le a v e a slight surplus if 
the crown i- low. 
Ride on the drag 
and -Hit t your position according to 
the amount of earth necessary to Ik* 
moved. 
If tile rain has been of long 
duration it may he advisable to drag 
the road twice; first very soon after 
the rain, and again when the clay i- 
dryiitg out or beginning to set.

Playing at Milroy Chautauqua, 


Loses Life While Swimming. 


BODY RECOVERED IN 2 HOURS 


Cramps or Heart Failure Believed to 


Have Caused Death Because he 


Was Good Swimmer. 


With one of their 
comrades

corpse, 
having drowned Sunday 


morning near Milroy, Kilties Scot- 
tish band appeared twice at the Mil- 
roy ehautauqua, Sunday afternoon 
and night, apparently unaffected by 
the tragedy, but in realit3T each man 
was deeply grieved by the sudden, 
and unexpected death of one of their 
comrades.

That was 
the last seen of him alive, his head 
never reappearing above water af- 
ter he first sunk. 


Blake's body was recovered one 


hour and forty minutes after he was 
drowned.

Well as Unsatisfactory. 


CHIEF AIM OF THE UPKEEP 


Traffic on Earth and Gravel Tends to 


Develop Ruts and Chuck 


Holes Constantly 


The traffic on earth and gravel 


roads has a constant tendency to de- 
he successful 
and 
efficient, 
road 


velop ruts, chuck holes and depres- 
sions. The chief aim and purpose of 
road maintenance is to prevent and 
remedy this destructive action. To 
maintenance must be systematic and 
continuous. Haphazard work is ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory. 


If the road is very rough aiid;un-j 


even or the crown very low the Toad; 
machine or grader is very efficient 
for''placing it in shape. 
One must 


guard, however, against the all too 
common practice of scraping the sod 
and other vegetable matter and re- 
fuse from the sides and ditches on 
to the road. In general, on the dlriy 
and heavy soil roads all vegetable or 
spongy material should be carefully 
excluded. 
Such materials absorb 


moisture readily 
and 
furnish but 


little resistance against wear. 
The 


road surface should be built upvwith 
the best material possible—material 
which will pack and consolidate un- 
der traffic and which will be as near- 
ly' water-proof as possible and will 
wear uniformly. 


In general the road machine or 


grader should be used in the spring 
of the year 
while the 
ground is 


moist and.in such condition that it 
will work easily and at the same time 
pack'well under passing-traffic. Con- 
siderable skill and judgment is re- 
quired to use the road grader to the 
best advantage. 
An unskilled and 


careless operator will sometimes ac- 
tually leave the road 
in a worse 


condition than when he began work. 
Do not s«rape sod and refuse into 
the road. 
Good earth is far better 


as it will not 
decay and 
absorb 


moisture so 
readily. 
Do not be 


guilty of the too common practice of 
leaving a windrow of clods or loose 
earth along the middle of your road 
to impede traffic and absorb water 
at the first rain. 
Leave the roads 


smooth over the entire surface and 
traffic will spread and be less likely 
to produce ruts. 
Always use the 


grader in such a way as to make the 
road better and not worse for the 
passing traffic. 
• 
. 


When the road has been placed in 


good 
condition as to 
crown and 


smoothness the road drag is the best 
tool for maintaining it in that con- 
dition. Drag the road after 
each 


rain while the surface is still moist, 
but not sticky. Use a light drag and 
move only a.very little earth—-just 
sufficient ib fill Jhc ruts and depres- 
sions and leave a slight surplus if 
the crown is low. Ride on the drag 
and shift your position 'according to 
the amount of <jarth necessary to be 
morcd. If the rain has been of long 
duration it may be Advisable to drag 
the road twice 1 first very soon "after 
4he rain, _and"again'when the clay'is 
drying'out or beginning to set. 


Do not drag a dry, road. Success- 


ful dragging is 'dependent on a cer- 
tain amount of water'of moisture in 
the road < surfacefct - Practically^ "all

clays and most soils, if not too san- 
dy, will puddle if worked when wet, 
and on drying out will set very hard. 
The drag in connection with traffic is 
essentially 
a 
puddling 
machine, 


which, when properly used, leaves 
the road surface crowned and cov- 
ered with a smooth layer of puddled 
and denselly packed soil. This lay- 
er is as nearly impervious to water 
as it is possible to make it. Follow- 
ing rains find little or no place for 
lodgement, as the water quickly runs 
off to the side ditches. Unless the 
rnin is long continued the road sur- 
face -is not softened to any great 
depth. The prompt use of the drag 
after each rain leaves the surface 
smooth • and ready to withstand the 
next storm. 


Therefore, to 
make your road 


smooth, use a road machine or grad- 
er to put it in proper shape in the 
spring of the year. 
To keep your 


road smooth, use the road drag 
judiciously after 'each rain. 
This 


will keep an earth or gravel road in 
the host shape in which it is possible 
to maintain it throughout the year.

dealers that gasolene storage tan] 
containing more than ten galolns, 
mut be placed under ground. Forty 
days notice has been given in a large 
number of cases and prosecutions 
are to be pressed if the order is not 
obeyed. 


A large number 
of 
communica- 


tions have been received from pri- 
vate owners of gasolene—many be- 
ing out-of-town owners or automo- 
biles who buy gasolene in large 
quantities and store it in light meta] 
tanks or ordinary oil barrels. John 
W. Minor, Jr., Deputy State Fire 
Marshal, states that thus tar- the ef- 
forts of the Department have been 
(fonfined to seeing that the gaso^- 
line handled by retailers is 
safe- 


guarded. The law is being enforced 
in this regard as it has been shown 
to he by far the major risk or fire 
hazard.
